The fate of Flight Officer Dave Reed, suspended from a tall fir tree by his tangled 
shroud lines, will not be known until members of the rescue party return. He still was 


alive at 5 a. m. Wednesday af-* 


ter hanging precariously for two 
days during the heaviest rain and 
wind storms of the season. 

With the exception of Capt. 
Hugh B. McMullin, of Kansas 
City, pilot, all of the 10 officers 
and two enlisted men on board 
were known to have parachuted 
before the plane expt ; 

Survivors were hopeful McMul- 
lin had bailed out in time. 

First to report included F/O 
Floyd E. Waddill, of Missouri, 
F/O Hartsock (initials unreport- 
ed): F/O Ralph Foster and an un- 
identified Army major who was 
the 11th man to leave the ship.

Waddill, eighth man to leave the 
plane, said Pilot McMullin ordered 
all hands to bail out at an eleva- 
tion of 1,000-feet while flying over 
@ small meadow in the hills some 
60 miles northeast of Coos Bay. 

Ice had fouled their radio after 
bad weather over McChord Field, 
Tacoma, Wash., had forced them 
to fly south. 

At one time, survivors reported, 
they were fearful they were over 
the ocean. They finally got down 
through a hole in the overcast 
and discovered the meadow. ; 

McMullin flew a big “S’” while 
everyone jumped. 

Waddill rigged up a shelter out 
of his chute and. located three 
companions. Reed was heard call- 
ing in the darkness but could not 
be located until daylight. They 
were powerless to give Reed as- 
sistance and set out for help. 
LOGGERS SPREAD WORD 

First word of the crash was sent 
to state police by loggers from the 
Dimmick logging camp reached 
by Waddill an@ Hartsock after a 
20-mile trek through the rain- 
drenched wilderness. 

Hartsock and a rescue crew of 
loggers, including a high-climber, 
started back with tackle to rescue 
Reed. 

Another nine-man rescue party, 
including a doctor left Coos Bay 
Tuesday night while the Portland 
Army Air Base dispatched a crew 
of 25 men to the scene. A C-47 
transport was held on the starting 
line at the base with a third crew 
and a jeep ready to take off 
should weather conditions permit. 

Medical men of the Fourth Air 
Force, prepared to parachute to 
the stranded fliers, were reported 
ready to take off from San Fran- 
cisco in a PBY. 

The crashed plane originally 
left Sedalia,‘'Mo., en route to Mc- 
Chord Field via Oakland.

chute school; Lt. Julian Hayes, of 
New York, public relations officer 
at the Benning Infantry school, 
and Sgt. Lester R. Gauldin, of 
Bedford, Ohio, aerial engineer on 
the plane, a twin-engined C-45 
transport. 


The dramatic rescue of Lt. Phil- 
lips—who was always in danger 
of plunging to the ground if his 
parachute had become loosened— 
climaxed a wild experience for 
the entire party that began as the 
ship was proceeding from Bolling 
Field, Washington, D. C., to Fort 
Benning. 

Flying in bad weather, the 
plane’s right engine caught fire 
while over heavily wooded and 
rough country near here, about 10 
miles from the South Carolina- 
Georgia border. As flames en-

Then Lt. Phillips bailed out, 
and the ship crashed in flames 
against a mountain side. The time 
was about 9 p. m. Tuesday. 

Gen. Weems, Lt. Phillips and 
Capt. Taylor were found early 
Wednesday by a forest ranger. 
The dangerous plight of Lt. Phil- 
lips had been noted by Gen. 
Weems and Capt. Taylor, who 
built a large fire under the tree, 
to keep the pilot warm during the 
lonely night vigil. 

Capt. Tukey, Lt. Hayes, Capt. 
Cartier and Sgt. Gauldin were 
found soon after the others. A 
rescue party from the Greenville 
Army air base was called, and 
work was begun at once to get Lt. 
Phillips out of the tree. 

His position was made. ex- 
tremely hazardous by the fact no 
large limb was within reach and 
that for the pilot to disturb his 
parachute might plunge him to 
the ground. Lt. Phillips called 
down that he was not injured, but 
suffering from cold and exposure. 


The rescuers first attempted to 
reach the pilot by building a lad- 
der, but this was found not to be 
practicable. Thus the scaffolding 
was constructed around the tree, 
and Lt. Phillips was“ removed 
from his high perch. 

The officers and Sgt. Gauldin 
were flown from here to the 
Gainesville Naval station, and were 
scheduled to return to Fort Ben- 


ning during the night.

The two principal counter- 
measures were the use of alumi- 
num foil called “window” and 
electronic jammers called “car- 
pet.” Radar is a form of radio 
which sends out a beam or signal. 
This signal is reflected back to the 
set by the target. Countermeasures 
interfered with this signal or 
changed it so that it confused the

enemy. 


Window consists of strips or 
appropriate to the fre- 
quericy of radar being countered 
which send back an appreciable 
radar echo. Two thousand such 


as strong as that from a bomber 
on a radar screen. German anti- 
aircraft gunners, fooled by false 
echoes, fired at the window in- 
stead of planes. 

The other effective counter- 
measure was the electronic jam- 
mer or “carpet” which operates 
on the simple principle of radio 
interference. It is similar to static 
received on a home radio when 
one uses an electric razor while 
the radio is turned on. 

So effective were the results 
of these countermeasures that at 
one time as many as 90 per cent 
of Germany’s scientists were fran- 
tically trying to develop methods 
of counteracting Allied counter- 
measures,

A British press statement said 
the terms provided that all Indo- 
nesians be evacuated from the 
area north of the east-west rail- 
road through the center of the 
city by noon Thursday, that no 
Indonesian civilians be permitted 
within 200 meters (about 220 
yards) of any British or Japanese 
post, and that any male civilians 
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found manning road blocks would 
be shot. 

The “governor” said he was not 
in a position to assent or make 


at the Homman hotel where sev- 
eral hundred civilian internees 
were quartered. Allied officials 
said all activities of the Red Cross 
and the organization for the re- 
covery of Allied prisoners of war 
and internees had been brought 
to a complete standstill. 


The disorders imperiled more 
than 60,000 Allied internees from 
various parts of western Java who 
have been concentrated in the 
summer capital, awaiting evacua- 
tion. Many were moved into the 


outlying camps. 

Air reconnaissance showed that 
the road between Bandoeng and 
Tjimahi, about four miles to the 
northwest, was still blocked in 
several places although the road 
from Tjimahi to Batavia has been 
cleared. Indonesians have been 
reported concentrating along this 
road to halt food shipments from 
Batavia.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—(UP) | 


Rep. Frank B. Keefe, Wisconsin, 
a Republican member of the Pearl 
Harbor investigating committee, 
made formal demand Wednesday 
for all communications between 


the late President Roosevelt and 
Former Prime Minister Churchill 
which might throw light on the 
Dec. 7, 1941, disaster. , 

Without revealing specifically 
what he hoped to learn, he asked 
Committee Counsel William D. 
Mitchell to obtain all such corre- 
spondence exchanged in the pe- 
riod from Nov. 24 to Dec. 7, 

He wants to know, he said, 
what Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt 
had to say about the United 
States’ final peace offer to Japan, 
made on Nov. 26, 1941, and what 
reply, if any, the war President 
made to Churchill’s Nov. 30 sug- 
gestion that a warning be sent to 
Japan. 


Committee Chairman Barkley, 
Democrat, Kentucky, revealed 
meantime that Gen. Marshall, 
President Trunian’s personal am- 
bassador-designate to China, would 
testify before he leaves for his 
Far Eastern post. He was named 
Tuesday to succeed Patrick J. 
Hurley, resigned. 

MARSHALL QUESTIONING 

Marshall presumably will be 
questioned about the days imme- 
diately preceding Pearl Harbor 
when the War Department was in 
communication with the military 
in Hawaii on the danger of war | 
with Japan.

Waits Almost Happily 


General Motors’ flat refusal to submit to arbi- 

tration of the present strike by the CIO United 

| Automobile Workers was more a declaration of 

war to the finish in which, apparently, all major companies will join. 
For General Motors it is war. 

For the largest of the CIO industrial unions it is not merely 
war; it also is a fight for survival. 

For John L. Lewis, of the United Mine Workers of America, 600,- 

000 of them, it was a time of impatient waiting for 1946 and his 

return to the AFL in an executive position on the powerfeul council. 


For the AFL it was a time for mellow, patient waiting. They 
doubt if the WAW can win their strike. They will lend it only 
moral support. 

They believe that when it is lost, or even if it drags on and on, 
they will attract back to the AFL many of the large industrial 
unions, 

CIO will remain, they envision, a small organization, largely 
composed of textiles and a few of the small Communist-dominated 
unions which the AFL insists it does not want and will not 
have. (Such unions, they say, as the Wholesale and Retail Clerks, 
National Maritime and the United Clerical Workers.) 


For General Motors and the automotive industry there would 
then be a deal with an AFL committee headed by John L. Lewis. 
Whether that will be better than the UAW no one can say. 


: In 1937 a great effort was made for unity be- 
Labor Picture ion the ClO and the AFL. The CIO ran 
with destiny, growing with breath-taking speed and something akin 
to a religious revival spirit. 

The CIO demanded recognition of industrial unions as “normal” 
and the AFL wanted certain restrictions. Negotiations collapsed 
as they were later to fall when then President Roosevelt suggested 
unity. Later Lewis, fighting Roosevelt, took the 600,000 UMW 
members out of CIO. 


Now Lewis is ready to come back to the old Federation. 

He could have gone back two years ago. The executive council, 
which runs the AFL with William Green as a sort of decoration 
in its lapel, has had the resignation of ancient Bill Mahon, of the 
street car unions, for a number of years. He is over 80 and inactive. 
It was refusal to accept this resignation which so angered Lewis 
two years ago. 


Now there is a vacancy. Hervey Brown, head of the Interna- 
tional Machinists Union, has permitted his union to pay no dues 
to the AFL for the past 12 months, the AFL fiscal year running 
from August 31 to August 31. Notices are in the mails preclaiming 
the suspension of him and his union. Lewis will take over Brown’s 


place on the executive board. 

War The AFL with Lewis in, will put him at the head of 
the committee which will handle the strategy of getting 

back into the Federation as many as possible of the big CIO 

unions, especially automobiles and steel. 


It will be an AFL war against CIO unions which, the Fed- 
eration committee believes, will be weakened and tired if not de- 
feated. 


Actually, the Federation hopes they will be only tired—not 
beaten. They recognize that if the CIO unions are smashed and 
automobiles sign open shop, or nonunion contracts, their fight will 
be set back 10 years. 


; The Federation doesn’t believe Walter Reuther wanted to pull 
his strike when he did. But his rank and file leadership, restive 
during the war under the no-strike pledge, demanded it. 


The timing of it was bad. Christmas is ahead. His members 
have an average of only $600 each in war bonds, which means a 
third of them have nothing. The union has only an approximately 
$5,000,000 for its fight—a small sum to cover all the requirements of 
at least 400,000 members, 


All automobile companies are in a perfect position, from a 
practical viewpoint, for a long fight. They could make no automo- 
biles in 1946 and have no financial losses because of the tax re- 
funds. Certainly they can sit out the remainder of 1945 in perfect 
ease and profit. 


It is snconceivable they would wish to make no cars in 1946, or 
the first half of it. But they could, without damage. 

The unions can’t. They will go into 1946 in a bad way. 

Then the John L. Lewis committee of the American Federation 
of Labor will get into action. Lewis, by closing the mines, can 
close the whole country. Only he in all labor can dramatize a labor 
¢ight. He would like to destroy CIO. 

The companies may leap from the frying pan into the fire. 

But whatever the outcome, the Rubicon has been crossed. 

For the UAW there is one lingering hope—Ford. If he signs he 
will crack the whole front. If he does not the outlook is for a months- 
long fight.

Everyone Must Feel 
Superior to Someone 


One of the basic contributing factors to Hit- 

ler’s control of the Germany of the era now 

a. done, was the overwhelming sense of inferiority 

which dominated the subconsciousness of the majority of Germans 
of that period. 

The old-style Germans, those solid, sensible and likable folks 
we knew in the closing years of the last century, had been forced 
into the background by the new, younger Germans who tried to 
smother their own sense of guilt and failure by noise and brutality. 

Hitler seized on this national inferiority’ complex and gave the 
deluded Germans a synthetic theory of herrenvolk, or supermen. 
False as it was, it was just the psychological injection needed to 
make them dangerous. 

{ think the inferiority complex which was at the root of it all 
grew out of the realization—it may have been subconscious—that, 
as a nation, they threw away their birthright when they started the 
first World War. 

In science, in commerce, in the outer appearance of civilized 
life, they were setting remarkable records. But they had to toss 
these real values away and return to the barbarism of conquest by 
force, to the primitive delight of a savage in battle glory. In other 
words, they abandoned civilization for primitive sensuality._they 
threw away the real for the false. 


And, deep within themselves, they knew it. 
Deep in their consciousness they knew they 
were responsible for the first World War, that the defeat and the 
disaster of 1918 they had brought upon themselves. 

And only an ethical moron, a Hitler, arose to lead them back 
into their same mistake, to provide them with a garment of false 
achievement, a criminal’s temporary exultance in crime, successful 
for a little while. He told them they were supermen and the hidden 
knowledge they had acted like uncivilized animals, instead of the 
intelligent peoples they could be, made a new falsity a welcome 
covering for the truth they dared not admit. 

Yet, for all men, as individuals, there is apparently a neces- 
sity, the necessity of believing some other individual to be in- 
ferior. Somehow man is so constituted he cannot bear to contem- 
plate his own personality unless he can, in so doing, comfort his 
doubting soul with the smug confidence that there is someone, 
somewhere, who is not so fine a creature as he. 

Perhaps, in all of us, is a hidden inferiority complex that de- 
mands the soothing application of pride, false or real, to make 
it possible for us to live with ourselves. 

I know little of the inner feelings of a convicted felon within 
prison walls. Thank God I have never been inside a prison, save 
as visitor or reporter. 

Yet I am sure there is no man, no matter how heinous, how 
awful the crime he has committed who does not pamper his own 
spirit with the thought that, among his fellow convicts, are many 
who are, in various ways, inferior to him. 

Nor does any man go to the death chair, I am sure, without 
the belief that, in his own soul, he is a far better human than many 
of those around him. 


It is from this characteristic, this neces- 
Thus, Intolerance sity of the spirit, that springs racial in- 
tolerance, antagonism. 

A group, a race, may occupy an exceedingly low rung in the 
social scale, yet always they will seek, and usually find, some other 
group to which they can point and say, “There, at least, are humans 
less worthy of honor than I.” 

Of- course, it is the minority groups who are thus made the 
scapegoats for man’s determination to feel superior to someone. 

If such a minority is helpless, so much the better. They can be 
consigned to the lowermost cellar in the house of human values and 
made to stay there. 

But it is an uneasy arrangement. For, again because humanity 
is human, the demeaned group is always putting out individuals 
who won’t stay demeaned. And that makes the self-styled superiors 
feel uneasy, guilty. And the result is turmoil, discord, violence. 

And thus we complete the circle and come back to Hitler. He 
offered the deluded German people a scapegoat, a helpless scape- 
geat they could abuse to their twisted hearts’ content and thus 
offer proof—which in their deepest consciousness they knew was 
false—that they were superior to someone.

U. S. Diplomacy 
Was the Only Course 


WASHINGTON.—The evidence thus far pre 
sented to the Pearl Harbor investigating com- 
mittee has more than justified the aims of Amer- 

ican diplomacy in the Pacific during the period of the Japanese 
peace negotiations prior to the attack on Hawaii. 

Our objective was clear-cut at all times: we were seeking to 
_avoid war with Japan, if it could be done without sacrificing vital 
American interests and security. 

To appreciate the frame of mind of our officials during the 
period of the pre-Pearl Harbor negotiations with Japan, it is neces- 
sary to go back and consider the state of world affairs as they 
were unfolding at that time. 

By the beginning of the year 1941, France had already fallen 
and the blitz against England was under full sway. There were 
grave doubts about the ability of Britain to stand up under the 


attack. 


: ~ The Russian invasion by the Nazi hordes 
Invasion of Russia came along a few months later in June. 
It was the opinion then not only of German commanders, but of 
most Allied military leaders as well, that the Red army would be 
knocked out pretty much the same as the Poles, the French and 
the British had in their clash with the powerful German military 
machine. 

Many top-ranking non-Axis military strategists expressed the 
view at the time that the Russian army?would be unable to stand 
up for more than three or four months against the tide of Nazi 
invaders: 

What concerned us in the United States most was that the Ger- 
mans, after knocking out the Russians and the British, would then 
turn their attention to the Western Hemisphere and make us the 
next target of attack. 

Our concern was all the more great because Germany at that 
time, aided and abetted by Italy, was acknowledged to have the 
most powerful accumulation of military strength ever put together 
in the history of the world. 

Moreover, the die had been cast, so far as our interests lay, for 
the reason that, khowing where we stood, we had already thrown 
in our lot with the enemies of the Axis. 

To this end we had adopted the lénd-lease act and, while 
shying clear of active involvement, we were giving a large measure 
of aid to Britain and Russia. 


This was the state of world developments 
the time our negotiations with the 
Japs began in the summer of 1941. The Russians, falling back 
before the terrific blows of the Nazi onslaught, still held, but there 
was no assurance that they would continue to do so. 

It was the opinion of our military leaders that the collapse of 
Russia could come at any moment. That was true right up to the 


| time of the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. 


As a matter of fact, evidence has since been produced to indi- 
cate that the blow at our Hawaiian fortifications was timed to 
coincide with the fall of Moscow’ Only that Moscow did not fall. 

But the Japs, it now ~seemfs reasonable to suppose, had been 
given assurance that the backbone of the Red army would be broken 
by the time their bombs began falling on Pearl Harbor. 

’ We do know now, from official documents introduced in the 
Nuernberg trials, that Hitler and Japanese Foreign Minister Mat- 
suoka, after a secret conference, agreed as early as February of 
1941 on a Japanese attack against the United States. 

That, in brief, is the picture of world events as it existed at the 
time of our negotiations with the Japs. Naturally, our officials 
were looking over their shoulders at developments in Europe while 
talking with the Japs. 

It was manifestly to our interest to avoid a war in the Pacific 
at all costs, if possible. The testimony before the Pearl Harbor 
committee shows clearly that both President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill looked upon it with great anxiety. You don't

Truman's 
Health Plan 


The President’s five-point health 
program is not new. Its substance 
was discussed and debated before 
the war under various auspices, in- 
cluding the national health con- 
ference convened by the govern- 
ment in 1938. 

Of the five recommendations, 
ene is for an expansion of services 
whose worth already has been 
proved: public health, maternal, 
and child health services. These 
programs are already solidly es- 
tablished. But’ more money is 
needed to strengthen them and to 
make them more effective through- 
out the nation. 

A second recommendation—re- 
garding medical education and re- 
search—is not likely to encounter 
much opposition in principle. The 
mation is research-minded. This 
recommendation ties into the 
broader proposals for a general 
federal research program which 
eongress already is considering. 

A third recommendation—for 
federal aid in the construction of 
hospitals, health centers, and other 

cilities—involves no sharp de- 
= arture from precedent. Through 

WA and WPA, the federal gov- 
ernment has provided such aid in 
the past. The President proposes 
to put this aid on a systematic 
basis, like the federal-state part- 
nership in highway construction. 


THE OTHER TWO recommen- 
dations are for insurance to cover: 
(1) a portion of the wages lost 
from sickness and disability, and 
(2) costs of medical care, 

During the ten years before the 
war, according to the figures used 


by the President, forty times as if 


many days’ work were lost from 
fiiness and accident as from 
strikes. Nine-tenths of this huge 
loss was due to illness and acci- 
dent not directly connected with 
employment, 
mot covered by workmen’s com- 
pensation laws. The spreading of 
art of this loss through insurance 
entirely feasible and logical. 
The size of the fund and there- 
fore of ‘the levies required will 
depend on the proportion of the 
loss which is to be insured. In- 
gurance against permanent dis- 
ability was pledged by the Demo- 
cratic national platform as far 
back as 1940. It could be grafted 
onto the present insurance system 
at relatively little cost. Insurance 
against temporary sickness and 
disability would be a larger un- 
dertaking. 


INSURANCE against the costs 
of medical care is, in some ways, 
a more complicated problem. Most 
of the organized medical profes- 
sion is against it. The familiar cry 
of “socialized medicine” has been 
raised again by the American Med- 
ical Association. 

What the President proposed is, 
of course, not socialized medicine. 
In his own words: “Socialized 
medicine means that all doctors 
work as employes of government.” 
Under an insurance system, the 
doctors would continue to practice | 
privately.

“He was willing to sacri- 
fice a touchdown. Then he would take out the third team and put 
in the first team. The first team would score three or four, ice the 
game away, and the Rock would finish the game with the second 


team.’

Thomas, Coach of Year Tuscaloosa, Ala., suggests. that 
Frank Thomas, of Alabama, is the coach of the year. We heartily 
agree. We don’t see how the voters could cast a vote otherwise. 
Mr. Hocutt presents a convincing case for Coach Thomas, as

“Dear Sir: 

“Tf there is any coach in the country deserving of the “Coach 
of the Year” honor, I believe it is Frank W. Thomas, of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. Here are a few facts on which I base my 
contention: 

“1. No coach in the country has had more bow! teams (6). 

2. No coach now in the business has a better won, lost record 
(106 wins, 20 losses, 7 ties) in 15 years at Alabama through the 
first eight games this season. 

“3. No coach has put four straight teams in different bowls 
(1942, Cotton Bowl; 1943, Orange Bowl; 1945, Sugar Bowl; 1946, 
Rose Bowl). 

“4. This year’s Rose Bowl team, his third, is virtually an all- 
sophomore team which as freshmen played in the Sugar Bow! and 
played one of the most spectacular of all post-season games while 
losing to Duke, 26-29. (A veteran team.) 

“5. The 1944 Sugar Bowl téam was moulded from some 30-odd 
high school players who had never seen each other before the sum- 
mer of that year. 

“6. Coach Thomas’ “staff” for the Sugar Bowl team consisted 
of Malcolm Laney, a Birmingham high school coach; Lew Bostick, 
one of his former players and a former assistant coach at Alabama, 
and Ben Enis, a former assistant coach at L. S. U., who had been 
in service for two years. 

“7. This year’s team had 13 lettermen from last season, two 
former players from the 1942 team and again a large group of 
freshmen. 

“8. During the month of October, 1945, Alabama defeated L. 
S. U., Tennessee and Georgia by wide margins and these three 
teams were considered vutstanding Southeastern Conference 
elevens. All of them had more seasoned material than Alabama. 

“9. Although he has had six bowl teams he has never been 
honored as “Coach of the Year.” 

10. in addition to being the finest football coach in the nation, 
he is a No. 1 citizen of Tuscaloosa, taking an active part in civic 
and charitable work. He is president of the Tuscaloosa Exchange 
Club, state and county chairman for living War Memorials, and 
has been chairman of numerous charity drives here. 

“The inclosed editorial from the Tuscaloosa News shows how 
this community feels about Frank Thomas and the members of his 
squad. 

“T hope that you will give these facts serious consideration and 
that from them you will gain the same feeling that we Alabama 
fans have for Coach Frank Thomas, the nation’s No. 1 coach this 
year, an honor he so justly deserves, and one of the all-time leaders 
in the great sport of football.

Appendicitis, Colic 
. Are Easily Confused 


By LETTICE LEE STREETT. 


Many parents have been anx- 
ious or worried because one or 
more of their children have suf- 
fered from repeated attacks of 
abdominal distress and _ . pain. 
There are a number of ailments 
which may be responsible for 
these symptoms. Since the diag- 
nosis of them is often a difficult 
problem to the well-trained phy- 
sician, it is seen readily how much 
more difficult it is to the dilis- 
traught mother or father. 


The symptoms of ordinary colic 
and indigestion can- be confused 


readily with those of appendicitis |

The average attack of appendi- 
citis starts’ as a generalized ab- 
dominal discomfort or pain.

As 
time wears on, the older child 
usually will localize the pain in 
the lower right side of the tummy
